A successful effort was made this 
year to get Parliamentary approval

| were killed by the Senate jast year. 
| This year the "Government intro- 
duced each branch line in a separ- 
ate bill. The Senate killed five and 
amended one in such a manner that 
it was jater rejected by the Hbousc. 
{The other large transportation pro- 
jects were approved during the ses- 
sion, the Toronto Viaduet and the 
bridge across Montreal Harbor. 

Crow’s Nest Rates Decision 

Of much interest to the West was 
the decision of the Government not 
to intervene to further suapend tho 
| Crow's Nest Pass Agreernent, which 
lis now in full force. 
| ‘The collapse of the Home Bank, 
|with heavy loss to depositors, had 
| many reverberations throughout the 
| session.

The last phase of this 
issue had to do with the representa- 
tion of Canada at the inter-allied 
conference in London when Premier 
King, supported by the Right Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, leader of the op- 
position, insisted that Canada should 
be represented on the same basis as 
ahe was at Versailles. 

Several measures looking toward 
the improvement of social condi- 
tions came up for consideration, al- 
though few were adopted. There 
was a proposal by a committee for 
the establishment of old age pen- 
sions by joint action between the 
Dominion and the provinces, and 
another committee recommended 
the reference to the eight-hour-day 
to the Supreme Court. Amendments 
were made to the Merchants’ Ship- 
ping Act to provide better labor 
conditions at sea. Superannuation 
for civil servants was again put om 
the statute books, but a proposal 
for special terms of superannuation 
for the Civil Service Commission 
met an untimely fate. Some fur- 
ther amendments were made to leg- 
islation regarding soldiers’ pensions 
and re-establishment.
